Caleb Cushing on the Dominican Trenty—In-
controvertible Arguments.

A Washington correspondent has been interview-
ing the Hon. Caleb Cushing upon the Bt. Domingo
business. The following passages from his report
will be found of Interest:—

Correspondoent—nir, Cuehing, 1 sappose you have

iven some attention to the 8t Damingo question.
{\‘nm {8 your opluion of the proposcd annexation?

Mr. Cushing —In regard to the successtul ratifcas
tion I can make no prediction, bocguse 1 have no
data upon which to decide, 1 am satisfied, how-
ever, that the island 18 a desirable acqaisition; in-
deed, 1 consigdler it necessary to the completensss of
the American nation. It ls a remarkable fect, and
our history proves it, that the Congress of the
LUinited States, in aggregate intelligence, has always
been far inferior to the Executive,

That branch of the Government on guestions
risiog above the mere detsll of local government
Has in no single Instance displayed itsell ap to the
times, or even comprenended the natlonal necessi-
ties in their broad Interpretation, Take the par-
chase of Louisiana, of Florida, the acquisition of
Texas and t:ulllurnfn, and yon find the Executive
far in advance of Congress, Indeed, tho vast pos-
sesslons embrocing our flnest cotton-growing and
nuriferons regions, #and necessary to com-
plete the geographical nscendancy of this nation on
this continent, are all due to the advanced position
held by the Executive, Now here we have history
that cannot be guestioned nor denfed ; facts, too,
which have been overlooked and may prove a valu-
abie suggestion to the people,

Corres pondent—1 hnve not heard the statement of
these fects before, It (8 a good polot. Some Sena-
tors do a great deal of harping upon the inadvisa-
bility of ne rmulus: tropleal possessions,

Mr. Cashing-—50 1 gée in the papers. Sach argu-
ments are sllly—in fact, they are no arguments at
all-because they contaln nelther reason nor the
jorce of facts. Show me a great nation living to-day
without her tropical possessions, My oplnfon |8 that
00 nation can complete it greatness without tropi-
cal posgessions, Spaln became great when she no-
guired @ hold upon the tropics; Portugal followed
snd wielded a sway of glory and power for years,
until she lost her most valuable footholds (n the
tropics, What would England do without India?
That is eaglly answered, Bhe would eat herself up
in no time. Take the Netherlands, only yon may
hunt a long time on the map before you can fiud her,
B 8 territerl 1y so small. Bot small as 2he 18 she
18 a power, and ouly on account of her tropleal pos-
sesslons—the sland of Java, the Moluccas and
Sumatra.,

It seems to he a very shallow argument—admit-
ting 1t to beé an argunment at all—to gay that we
shoald have no tropical posscssions. That is pre-
cisely what we do want new to fnish us as a
nation in & territorisl way. Look over what our
soll now produces—there 18 wheat, corn, beef, ete,,
¢otton, coal, iron, gold, silver, qulcksilver, and cop-
per. These are the great articles (n the world's
censumption, We must now have suagar, coffee,
and tea; then we complete the cycle of commerce.
Tuien we have everythirg in ourselves, We can
d0 without tea that is our own growth, for the
yresent, thongh I belleve we wlll raise that before
long; but there is & danger now of throwing away
gugar and cotfee when we have both in our grasp.

Correspondent—One of the greatest objections the

¢ Mr, Cosghing—Well, I do not know exactly what is
meant by & job, though I hear that is one of the sub-
Jects vary elaborately touched upon, If a job
means that somebody will be beoelited by the ratifi-
cation of the treaty, 1 doubt whether any great
meagnure has gone through Congress witheut some
one profiting in consequence, ‘T'hat does not afect
the treaty. You might as well say that the late
war should never have been fought because some-
body might become enriched, 1 think such talk 1s

he Chinese Six Companlies, of (his clty, 18 & com-
bination which posscases considerable authorty
here and in China, Shortly after the arrival of the
last steamer from that country, the leading moen of
the assooiation here, secing about 1300 of their coun-
trymen landed, called a meeting at which a cirenlar
Wis pre d setting forth the reasons why China-
men and Chinawoinen should cease em ting to
this country. Coples of this sircular will be posted
in all the principal towns and citles of the empire,
for the Information of all classes,

It 18 a lopg document, but the substance of it s
that California and the adjoinlng States are not what
they formerly were 8o far as the facllities for making
money are concerned ; that very few Chinamen can
obtain more than a bare subsistence, nnd that only
the merchants are able to gcoumulate riches. The
opinlon prevalls generally in China that the placer
mines of this State aford a good fleld for the labors
of the Immigrant. The circular states that these
mines do not pay any longer, as & general thing, and
that if Chioese mioers chance to  moke
money in them, there |8  great danger that
they will be robbed of thelr earnlugs and
driven out of their mines by thieves and robbers.
They say thelr people are not respected, but are
put down to the level of cattie and horses; the;
are in constant danger of violence and suffer i)
us. g¢ in every part of the State, Thev say of the
threats of riot and bloodshed, that they consider
most of them a8 ldle talk, but would not de anything
o provoke an attempt to execute them. The
condition of the people is described; that thou-
sapds of them are withoot work, can get none, and
are destitute of rood and other npec
of Ille; that the merchants have extended
temporary rellel to some, but that all cannot be
aided. Vor these nnd other reasons they deprecate
the polioy of sendiug any more Chinamen here. Of
the female lmmigrants they say that the women
who have come here have brought intinite disgrace,
not only on themselves, but on the more respectable
Chinese here, They slso are advised to ltﬂ{ atl
home, The chief men of the 8ix Companies think
the lssnance of the cirenlar will tend to retard very
mugh the further infux of thelr countrymen into
Americn; and it m.-rt.aunlr does not aford a very
utirsotive proture of thelr present condition asnd
prospucts.

THE ENGLISH PROBST.

One of the Most Mhocking Tragedics on Re-
cord—Arrvest of the Murderer In the Ulothes
of Une of his Vietims,

We fnd in the Pall Mall Gazotte of the 26ih Instant
further accounts of the horrible tragedy at Denham,
England :—

ARKEST OF THE MURDERER,

On May 26 the auﬂ oged murderer was arrasted in
a lodging-house at Slough, He proved to bea tramp,
and said nis name was John Jones, Ile was dressoed
in Marahall's clothes, and hada pawn ticket for one
of the watches in his pocket. He had a carpet-bhag
with Bim full of food. The evidence at the inguest
given by the constable on duty nearthe houseshnwa
that o man quite answering the descripilon of the
supposed murderer, now In castody, met him soon
after 8 o'clock on Bunday morning, asked his way to
the Oxford road, and told him a story of how he had
interfered between A man and wife, anid preventod
the man throwing hie wife mto the *“‘cut” (canal),
The man was then dreesed shabbily, as a common
tramp, with very old boots, and seemed footsore.
The pollceman did not like his look, and followed
him & short distance on his way,

The most extraordinary evidence given, howaver,
was that of & witness named Elzabeth Simpson,
living about 100 yards from Marahall's house, who
went out to look for & key she had lost the night
before. It wis then a little before seven on the
Sunday morning. A mancame outof Mr, Marshall's
house dressed (n Mr. Marshall's Sunday clothes, and
ghe at Nret thonght it was DMr, Marstall, but it was
not., He asked her what she was looking for, and
offered to assist her in her search, telling her at the
same time the story he had told the policeman, that
he had that morming prevented a man throwing his
wife into the “‘cut.” He volunteered the Informa-
tion that he did not lve at Marshall’s, and that the
family bad that day gone for a hollday., It was
proved that a tramp, who went by the name of
Jack," stayed in n common lodging-house at Ux-
bridge, On Saturday he said he was golng to see a
brother, He was out all Satorday I].l[{llt, and re-
turned on Sunday morning in new clothes, The
clothes worn by the tramp were ldentified by the
policeman as those found in the house of the victims,

The clothes found on the man now in eustody
liave been ldentifled as those taken from Marshall's
house, The murderer—for guch we may now call
him withont much Injustice—was taken at Reading,
His name {s John Jones, and he speaks with a strong
Scoteh accent, On him was found the duplicate of
Misa Marshall's watch which he had pledged at Ux-
bridge, and on him also was found & bright steel-
barrelled pistol which the tramp ““Tack™ had shown
when staying at Uxbridge.

EXAMINATION OF THE PRISONER.

Srouan, 2 P, M.—The supposzed murderer (of whose
arrest vou have heard) reached Blough at © last
night, and was taken from the ratlway to the police
station by Captain Drake and Superintendeout Dun-
ham. A great crowd walted to witness his arrival
The police, however, say they know him well; that
he has been frequnently convicted, and that his real
name 8 John Jenkios, aboller-makaer of Stafford-
ghire, On being spoken to this morning, the prisoner
asked grumy for “more grab,” and sald If It was not
given to him he would refuse to take food atall
Allilay yeeterday the prisener persisted in telling Mr.
Dunlinm that two men whom he did not know had
done the murder and had given him the clothes of
the murdered moan to wear, *and d—d if he did not
think they wouid belleve he had done the murder
himgelf because he had the clothes on.”

This morning the accused man was brought up
before Sir Robert B, Harvey, Captain Parrer, and
Mr, Coleman at Slough. The court wus cloged to
the publie, but a large and excited erowa congre-
Fnlul outslde, thelr shouts and loud conversation
ying plainly heard through the open windows, and
occasionaily reaching a pitch that interrapted the
procecdings.

The prisoner, who had remained in the pollce cells
all night, was brought in shortly after 11 o'clock and
placed (o the dock handcuffed, e {4 apparently a
man of 42 or 48 years of ege, and was dressed in
clothes which had been supplled by the police. In
appearance he {8 short, thick-set, with black, bushy
beard and moustaches closely cut ronnd, 1is face
was ghastly pals, and he looked like a man who had
not slupt for several days, He leaned over the bar
of the dock and listeued, Apparently without emo-
tion, to the circumgtantial relation hf Buperinten-
dent Danham of the position in which the several
victims of the murder were discovered, with the
roarks each bore of the blows of the axe,

Duripg the day all the passengers, nuwbering over
§00, assembled on the maln deck, and standing on

the deck, the young man delivered a sermon on the
benefits derived from a Christian life,

Captain Wilkeson says that Le hus heard several
of the most eminent English and American preach-
ers, but he never yet listened to a man rmsaumg
such rare eloquence and spiritual enthusiasm. His
voice he described as rich and loud, and his words,
aithough the sea was ruRning high apd the winds
blowing fresh, could be distinctly heard.

nung down the gauntlet by informing President
Gould that all arrangements hitherto existing be-
tween the New York Central and Erie lines are to be
consldered null and vold.

Disappolntment at the ntter defeat of his English
ngents, Raphael, Bort & Co., 18 assigned as the mo-
tive which bas induced Mr. Vanderbilt to ¢come out
at last 1o his true colors as the great opponent of
the Erie Interest, Acting in concert with his foreign
filibusters with a view to crushing out Erie as a com-
peting llne, Yanderbilt has refused to recelve Erie
tlokets between Buffalo anidl Niagura Falls, and s
making tremendous exertions to blovk the routes
to Chisago and the Northwest.

Gould, the nndoubtable, and Fisk, the irrepressl-
ble, have promptly ncknowledged the challenge of
the Central combination, and are determined to
battle bravely against the threatened monopoly.
Vanderhiit having also repudiated the arrangements
hithérto in force with the Pennssivania Central, will
stand alone In the coming convest,

Negotiations for & defensive and offensive alllance
are now belng carried on between the Erie and
Pennsylvania Central, and should a satisfactory
treaty be concluded between thess powerfal corpo-
rationg, Vanderbilt will mevitably be brougit to
terms bhefore long.

—Letters from Tangler state that a question which
has been for along time ander discussion among
diplomatists is on the point of being solved, The
Bmperor of Morovco appears to have made up his
mind to accord to the ministers of forelgn powers
the right of residing near his person during a portion
of the year. This measure would be of great advan-
tage for the expedition of business, which could,
upon important occasions, Le carried on directly
with the Emperor,

—~The Paris Univers of May 22 has recelved the fol-
lowing intelligence from Home ;—

cers decided npon the course of conduct to be adopted
should any disturbance take place on the frontier, an
evont which does mot seem improbable. The lntier otficer
considered it wise to make no movemnent, and so to avoid
a conflict botween the French troops and the rebel bands,
which might load to serious consequences; and the other
sgrecing with bim on the point, has sent part of the Mon-
tefinacons Rarrison to the extrome frontier
of the provioes of Viterbo, and also s company of Zeu-
nves and o detachment of dragoons from Hofa o Gros:
